Perugia, the principal city of 
Umbria. He was born in 1446 


and died in 1523. He has been 
considered the greatest landscape 
painter of his time and though 
his paintings are nearly all of a 
religious nature, nevertheless they 
all have exquisite scenery in the 
back-ground. He taught Raphael 
the rudiments of the Art. His 
masterpiece is the “Crucifixion” 
in the Monastery of Santa Maria 
Maddalena de Pazzi, at Florence. 

Bernardino di Betti, surnamed 
Pinturicchio or “Little Painter,” 
on account of his small size, was 
born at Perugia in 1454, and died 
at Siena in 1513. His exquisite 
frescoes in the Cathedral] Library 
of Biena depict events in the life 
of Pope Pius II. 

Luca Gignorelli was born at 
Cortona, in 1441 and died there 
in 1523. In the Cathedral of 
Orvieto one may still admire his 
powerful pictures representing 
the “Resurrection of the Dead,” 
the “Last Judgment,” “Heaven,” 
and “Hell.” 

Andrea Mantegna (born near 
Padua in 1431, died at Mantua in 
1506) loved the virile art of Rome 
and some of his saints look like 
Roman soldiers. He is consider- 
ed as the prince of draughtsmen. 
Francia, (1450-1517) was a native 
of Bologna. His best known pic- 
tures are the “Descent from the 
Cross,” now at Parma, “Christ 
mourned by Angels,” at London, 
the “Annunciation” at Milan, and 
the “Madonna of the Rose Hedge” 
at Munich. | 

Teonarde da Vinci was truly a 
genius, and one of the greatest 
men that the world has ever seen. 
Tt has been said of him that 
“Nature had showered upon him 
every gift.” He was so beautiful

He was born 
at Vinci, near Florence, in 
1452. At the age of thirty he was 
the favorite of Lodovico il Moro, 
ruler and later Duke of Milan. 
His manner of living was prince- 
ly, the Duke having bestowed up- 
on him a salary of $20,000 a year. 
Everybody sought his friendship 
and he was genial and courteous 
to all. Though fond of pleasure, 
he did not shirk work, and, be- 
sides devoting himself to paint- 
ing stupendous masterpieces, 
found time to arrange the page- 
ants of the court, and to superin- 
tend the municipal works of the 
city.
